Theme 
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The theme of the ACADEMY F1ERALD for this year is 
Gould's mascot, the Husky. We have decided that our 
mascot should help the readers of the HERALD see what 
life at Gould looks like through the eyes of a Husky. 

Up to the early 1940's Gould had no mascot. The 
students began to request one as Gould was one of the 
few schools without a mascot. The next year, 1942, a 
committee from the Student Council made a study of 
colleges and universities and their mascots. In 1943 the 
Student Council drew up a list of mascots to be voted on 
by the student body. The Crane sisters from Mattawasket, 
New Hampshire had a proposal for Gould: if Gould voted 
for the Husky as a mascot, Mr. Crane would secure two 
Huskies from the famous Chinook Kennels for Gould. 

The school voted for the Husky; Gould got the two 
dogs. The Huskies were kept on chains down by the ten- 
nis courts. When the dogs first came to Gould everyone 
was willing to care for them. The dogs did present a 
problem, though: very few people slept at night. The 
dogs howled at the moon, night watchman and any 
strange noises. 

Finally, the school had to give the dogs back to the 
Chinook Kennels at the end of the 1944 school year. 

Very few people wanted to care for the dogs at the end 
of the year. One of the dogs was later the lead dog on 
an Arctic expedition. 

The Husky is a large working dog used mostly for 
Arctic and Antarctic expeditions. They are usually 
black and white with either brown or blue eyes. The 
blue eyes protect them against the glaring snow. They 
are one of the oldest domesticated dogs, coming from 
Siberia. The Husky can be easily trained and makes a 
wonderful pet.

Student Activity Council 


The school year 1964-1965 at Gould Academy proved very 
successful and active for most of the organizations on campus, 
thanks to the wise and firm leadership of the Student Activity 
Council's guiding hand. This revised system for a Student 
Council was initiated in 1962, and has proven itself well. It's 
specific purposes are to act as a co-ordinating power for all 
organizations on campus, to undertake a program for the train- 
ing of new officers elected to all clubs, to promote school 
citizenship, to supervise school elections, and to serve as a 
sounding board for all student problems. This year's officers — 
President — Bill Boynton, Vice President — Anne Scribner, 
Secretary -- Chris Sanborn, and Treasurer — Ken Morse, with 
the assistance of its Executive Council members — Joy Moore, 
Jack Andrews, and Doug Boynton — have led the full council 
and the school in fulfilling the purposes and more. 

The year started out with a slew of extra meetings trying 
to settle the matter of our budget. The spending of the students' 
money has always been of utmost concern in almost all matters 
discussed in S. A. C. , since that is one of its purposes — to 
spend the students' money in a way that will be the most bene- 
ficial for them. So after a couple of weeks of hashing and get- 
ting used to S. A. C. routine, we passed the budget. 

Many people aren't aware of the projects that S. A. C. has 
charge of and carries through. Almost all directly involve the 
students and benefits for them. One program that comes up 
every year is the selection of movies and assemblies for the 
following year. This was no exception. After a committee 
was chosen to take care of each, and these people had col- 
lected various opinions of what was desired for next year, the 
schedule was decided on. 

An officer training program, initiated by S. A. C. , was 
started in the fall. This consisted of a number of meetings of 
all presidents and vice presidents of clubs with Mr. Vachon, 
all treasurers with Mr. Myers, and all secretaries with Miss 
Swift. At each of these sessions, the teachers tried to give the 
students pointers as to how to fulfill their offices to the utmost. 

There are several projects which the Council always takes 
charge of. One is the election of a male member of die stu- 
dent body to the Athletic Council. This year their selection 
was Les Stevens. 

Parents' Day is also in the hands of the Council. This they 
handle with ease — posting members at the registration desk, 
planning the activities for the students, and keeping an eye on 
the overall affair. This year was no exception. The day was a 
great success with the help of the Council, the faculty, and 
the students. 

Another responsibility of S. A. C. is to supervise all elec- 
tions. Eugene Tebbetts was the chairman of this standing com- 


mittee and could be seen throughout the year counting ballots 
from either class elections, book polls, or Carnival Queen. 

The highlight of the early winter season is thp Christmas 
formal. This is the first time the girls get to don their gowns 
and the boys their uncomfortable but nice-looking suits. The 
Student Activity Council had charge of it, and it was really 
splendid. With Christmas trees around the gym and a wild ( ?) 
combo to get people moving, it started the Christmas off right. 

There is one other project that S. A. C. automatically has 
control over, and that is bus trips to athletic contests. A cer- 
tain amount of money is allotted to this in the budget, and 
from that the members decide if a bus should be taken, how 
much S. A. C. would subsidize for it, and how much the stu- 
dents would have to pay. 

So, as you can see, the Student Activity Council is pretty 
busy just taking care of its defined duties — not even mention- 
ing extra projects. But that doesn't mean that they left it at 
that. Far from it. Now we'll mention a few of the "extras" 
that they undertook. 

From our main source of ideas — the suggestion box in the 
mail hall, (from which come some very choice suggestions) 
came the thought that we should have a paperback book store 
or some arrangement whereby students may have better access 
to the purchase of these. So after careful consideration of all 
possibilities, it was decided to make an arrangement with the 
Drug Store whereby any paperbacks wanted could be ordered. 

Another program which was sponsored by the Mountain 
Valley League and was carried through here by S. A. C. was an 
exchange program for one day by one student with members of 
the league. In April a representative of Mexico High School 
visited our campus, and we sent one to theirs, both on the 
look-out for ideas for their own school. 

In the spring a new idea came up as a result of a conven- 
tion attended by Bill and Chris. This was for all organizations 
to elect their officers in the spring and have these officers 
work along with the present officers, thus preparing them for 
their duties next year. This is a further extension of the officer 
training program. It was introduced to all clubs and was well 
received by them. It was also made mandatory that all S. A. C. 
representatives for the following year be elected in the spring 
in order that they can attend meetings and become familiar 
with S. A. C. and its functions. 

So, all in all, it was a very busy season for S. A. C. With 
witty remarks from Doug Boynton, lively argument from Jack 
Andrews, and sound advice from our advisors, Miss MacDoug- 
all, Mr. Myers, and Mr. Thompson (who also came up with 
several witty remarks), the Council helped make 64-65 a suc- 
cessful and happy year for everyone.

Dramatics 


Traditionally, Mr. David Thompson directs either a 
three -act play or three, one -act plays in the Bingham 
Auditorium. On February 13, seventeen senior actors par- 
ticipated in what Gould’s theatergoers felt were three of Mr. 
Thompson's best productions . Comedy, drama, and emotion 
were achieved with unusual acting quality. 

First on the program was "Two Crooks and a Lady." Jane 
Look acted as the affluent paralytic whose diamond neck- 
lace, ("ice"), represented the object of Gordon Manuel's 
and Sally Kinne's greed. Nurse Karen Young gave Look the 
opportunity to display an aristocratic personality. Detective 
Ralph Ogden had little sympathy for Manuel and Kinne as 
he bodily apprehended them just prior to curtain fall . 

"Two Crooks and a Lady" was brilliantly cast, as few 
acting flaws could be detected by anyone, including the 
exacting director. Each personality was passionately por- 
trayed, and balcony observers re cognized excellent diction. 

Between plays, band director James Owen entertained 
from the orchestra pit with "Irish Folk Suite, " "Carnival, " 
and "Oh, Comrade." The audience enjoyed listening to 
the themes almost as much as the band enjoyed presenting 
them. 

The second play was a farce comedy entitled, "Ah, 

Sweet Mystery." A large cast of odd, if not mentally 
disillusioned, characters offered excellent exaggerations of 
the nature of mystery -lovers . Ruth MacQuinn, after less than 
three weeks of practice, stole the show as elderly Mrs. 

Emily Briggs. Nancy Fox was Emily's granddaughter, Sue 
Bartash her daughter, Tyler Moses her son, Linda Lord her 
cook, Mary Steidl her nurse, and Ray Halperin her doctor. 
James Clifton acted as the nervous boarder under the 
pseudonym of Cyrus Jones. After the play progressed, we 
learned that Cyrus was actually Carl Jasper, the hero of 
the Briggs mystery addicts. Emily, an avid reader of every 
mystery in reach, was first to discover the mysterious Jones' 
true identity. Uncle Willie Briggs (Tyler Moses) possessed 
the final installment on a current mystery, written by Jasper, 
in a mystery magazine. Chaos opened. Every member of the 
family, including Mother Emily, was out for the mystery's 


conclusion or Uncle Willie's blood. Clifton, in the final 
moments of the play, claimed that he intended to write 
another mystery based on the Briggs family which would 
make his other stories dull. He leaves the stage with Kate 
Briggs (Nancy Fox), his bride-to-be. 

Beneath the "Ah, Sweet Mystery" comedy was an excel- 
lent study in the minds of men and the passions of society 
en masse . Rarely do people enjoy a high school play of 
such significance . 

The third play of the evening was entitled "The Game of 
Chess." Tim Wiles, as a noble of Czarist Russia, exhibited 
a three-dimensional personality. In his confrontation with a 
"fanatic, " the aristocrat "Alexandrovich" reversed the course 
of the plot by tricking his avowed assassin into drinking 
poison . 

Jackson Andrews played a role as passionate as any seen 
in the auditorium that night. As the rebel -assassin Shamraef, 
Andrews filled the theater with mixed emotions of hate and 
compassion. Together but against each other these two 
brought a tense, life-or-death parley which left the audience 
breathless. Tom Day as the footman in Alexandrovich's 
palace introduced Shamraef to the chess players, John 
Goodrich (Constantine) and Wiles. 

"The Game of Chess" also was characteristic of true 
melodrama. Mr. Thompson was pleased to the point of 
entering this play in regional competition, where it won 
its first contest at Stevens High School in Rumford. The 
play was also subsequently presented at Waterville . 

We would like to thank wholeheartedly the efforts of the 
quiet and patient stage crew: Paul Vachon, Paul Pierce, 

Page Liberty, and John Pollack. Joe Roderick, Mr. Owen, 
and Mrs. David Thompson, as make-up artists, were pro- 
fessional in quality .

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The newest organization on campus, the Weather Club, is 
composed of about twenty members. The officers for this year 
are the following: Ned Robertson, president; Greg Bunney, vice 
president; Lindy Chayer, secretary and treasurer, Jay Thomp- 
son is the S. A.C. representative. 

The Weather Club is a full-fledged club; it has a constitu- 
tion. No dues are collected, but each member must have taken 
or be taking Earth Science and maintain a "C" average. Offi- 
cers must attend three -fourths of the meetings; members must 
attend one -half of the meetings. 

The Weather Club, though small, is very active, giving 
daily weather predictions and showing exhibits under the di- 
rection of Mr. Barth, the advisor. These activities help to get 
all the members familiar with weather equipment and learn 
just what is behind a daily prediction on radio and television. 

It also helps freshmen in their studies on weather in Earth 
Science. 

There are a number of things considered for prediction, 
such as relative humidity (moisture in the air), wind direction 
this tells whether a high or a low pressure system is moving in), 


weather maps specially put out by the Weather Bureau (these 
tell what weather is moving into our area), temperature, and 
barometric pressure. 

The Weather Club has benefited the student body very 
much. Many students form a habit of observing the weather 
predictions posted in the display window adjoining the Earth 
Science laboratory. By making use of weather vanes, rain 
gauges, and other instruments on top of the main building, 
the Weather Club posts predictions for the day, night, and 
following day both at morning and noon. Many students also 
busy themselves looking at various exhibits of the Weather 
Club in the front hall of the main building. 

The Weather Club sponsored a weekend on March 19-20. 

On Friday night a movie was shown, followed by a dance. On 
the following night there was a dance which everyone enjoyed. 

This new organization has made an exceptionally fine start 
this year, thanks to the members with the assistance of Mr. 
Barth. We hope the Weather Club will be equally active next 
year.

Latin Club 


Despite the fact that it has been in existence only two years, 
the Gould Academy Latin Club, the Laeti Latini, has made 
great strides as a campus organization while acquainting both 
Latin students and their fellows with Roman times and customs. 
Probably much of the credit for the group's achievements should 
go to its dedicated rulers or, if you will, officers. They were 
as follows: president, Sue Gould; vice-president, Kevin Wight; 
secretary, Martha Laws; treasurer, Jack Brooks; and S.A.C. 
representative, Ken Morse. Furthermore, they had three very- 
efficient co-workers in Nancy Chapin, John Lombard, and 
Linda Lord, who composed the Olympian council. 

Provided a special impetus by these officials, the club ac- 
complished much at its monthly meetings. For instance, it 
was decided that the members (there are 41 in all) would each 
be required to pay dues of 50<fc for the year. Committees were 
appointed to formulate plans for the weekend, the initiation, 
and die Roman Banquet and to draw up a constitution. Having 
heard the committee reports, the group discussed and amended 
them; it then set about implementing them, each member 
contributing his services and ideas. We also voted in favor of * 
a S. A. C. suggestion for supporting a foreign exchange student. 
Entertainment — usually in the form of competition -- was 
provided at each meeting. 

Once again the Latin Club voted to join the Junior Classical 
League, a national association of Latin clubs, and decided for 
the first time to allign itself with the League's Maine Chapter. 
The benefits of this relationship have been myriad; not only 
has the Laeti Latini been in close contact with its counterparts 
in other schools and learned much from them, but it also sent 
delegates to the state convention which was held in April. In 
fact, we even nominated Jack Brooks, Christine Sanborn, and 
Martha Laws for state offices. 

There were three main events of the Roman year: the Latin 
Club Dance, the initiation, and the Roman Banquet. January 
9, the dance was held in the girls' gym, which was decorated 
with balloons and red and white streamers. The atmosphere 


was festive and typically Roman; the Forum with its offering 
of food and wine was much visited; the sibyl, Martha Laws, 
accurately prophesied her customers' fates; two singers, Laurie 
and Laura, and the chairot races constituted the entertainment. 

On Febmary 17, the second event, the initiation ceremonies, 
resulted in the acceptance of those first year Latin students Who 
had an average of 84 or above into the organization.

The gods, represented by 
the officers themselves, administered the oath of membership, 
lectured the new members, and bestowed blessings upon them. 
And, of course, the meeting was closed with the singing of the 
club's anthem in Latin. 

Finally, the Roman Banquet, which was held March 5, of- 
fered the citizens a respite from their labor. They enjoyed a 
feast consisting of chicken, shrimp, olives, deviled eggs, 
cheese, grapes and wine and served by slaves. Of course, each 
Roman had to purchase his own slave from Auctioneer Jack 
Brooks, and the final bids ranging from 5<j: to $3. 50 substan- 
tially enriched our treasury. These expensive servants were 
then required to serve dinner, grovel, and push radishes across 
the floor with their noses. Naturally they were expected to 
provide the evening's entertainment. They certainly gave their 
all! They entertained their masters by presenting Jupiter and 
his court, who offered some extraordinary improvisations of 
jazz, poetry, and ballet. They then staged a unique rerun of 
Atlanta's race complete with a suitor's death, the three golden 
apples of Venus, and the eventual triumph of Hippomenes. 

Yes, the Latin Club has indeed fulfilled its avowed aims as 
expressed by its motto, "Facta non verba. " Undoubtedly much 
of the credit and thanks for this must go to Miss McIntyre, our 
faculty advisor. And in the future under her guidance and with 
an expanded membership, the Laeti Latini maybe expected to 
accomplish even more.

Football 


The Gould Academy gridmen, under the able 
coaching of Messrs . Scott, Kailey, Roderick, 
and Cousins, made their debut in the Mountain 
Valley Conference with surprising power, 
amassing 129 points and permitting only 25 . The 
Gould eleven was scored upon by only two teams, 
while averaging 19 points per game on offensive 
and 4 on defense. The team finished the season 
with a 6-1 record, second in the Mountain 
Valley Conference and third in the state . The 
only loss came at the hands of Mexico, the 
eventual conference and state champions . 

After graduating fifteen players the previous 
year, Gould had dim hopes for a successful 
season; however, high team spirit, a well- 
balanced attack, and a stout defense provided 
the winning combination . The team started off 
rather slowly at Lyndon, Vermont but steadily 
improved with each game to a high pitch at mid- 
season . The squad was plagued by injuries 
throughout the season, losing several starters . 
The reserves, however, did an admirable job 
filling the gaps and gained valuable experience 
for future years . The offense displayed a strong 
aerial attack on numerous occasions, passing 
for six touchdowns and many yards . The defense, 
as the statistics indicate, was particularly stub- 
born, featuring the strongest pass defense in the 
conference . 

The team was considered somewhat of a ques- 
tion mark even after the season started. The 
first two victories were over teams known to be 


weak. At Wilton, however, the team proved 
itself against a strong opponent. The Mexico 
game was undoubtedly the biggest of the season. 
The arroused Huskies battled to scoreless first 
half, the Pintos' strong passing attack being 
stopped cold by the Gould defense . The second 
half, however, saw the strong Mexico team pull 
away.

The next Friday, we did not fare so well. At the Edward 
Little Winter Carnival at Lost Valley, Gould came in third be- 
hind Rumford and the winning EL.
